Conference Reports Show 
W.I. Community Activity 


Reports to Little Bow Women's 
Institute constituency conference 
held at Barons on Thursday show¬ 
ed a tremendous amount of work 
covered by the six institutes, Good 
Deads, Thigh Hill, Reid Hill, Kirk¬ 
caldy, Champion and Barons. Social 
service work had a wide range 
Irom remembering the aged or 
those in hospital or the lonely at 
Christmas time to canvassing for 
lunds for Red Cross or the Cancer 
Society, from assisting in providing 
rest rooms for small towns to pro¬ 
viding libraries, from Easter treats 
for palsied children to collecting 
clothing for Korean school child¬ 
ren. 

, Ruising funds for these projects 
ranged from flower shows to tra¬ 
velling baskets to hobo teas and, 
what might be described as an¬ 
other social service in towns where 
there are on catering concerns, to 
catering for banquets for curlers 
or supper for bails. 

Agriculture reports covered 
topics from the personal interests 
of individual members in growing 
miniature flowers to the great 
field of providing food to under¬ 
privileged countries; of discussion 
of the three kingdpms, animal vege¬ 
table and mineral, which led. the 
naming of a fourth kingdom, the 
synthetics. Soil testing techniques 
and scientific advice before trying 
to grow new crops and new varie¬ 
ties were urged in one report. 

The United Nations reports 
covered not only the aims and pur¬ 
poses of U.N., but summaries of 
the work done in feeding under¬ 
privileged peoples and discussions 
of the problem of racial prejudice.

A, M. Wilson, Field Crops Com¬ 
missioner for Alberta, wqs the 
main speaker at a meeting spon¬ 
sored by the Vulcan District Board 
pf Trade Friday evening to discuss 
the organization of seed cleaning 
associations and the operation of 
seed cleaning plants. 

The latest plants to be built are 
at Beiseker, Balzac and Warner 
nnd they are being operated very 
successfully, he said. One plant 
north of Edmonton finished last 
Mwao* with a run of 400,000 
bushtls of grain cleaned. A plant 
should he able to clean at least 
150,000 bushels of grain a season, 
in order to meet all operating 
costs. 

Organization of a seed cleaning 
association for the purpose of 
building and operating a seed 
cleaning plant was explained hy 
Mr. Wilson. 

The first step is for a group of 
farmers to form a provisional 
board and register as a co-opera¬ 
tive association. After the perman¬ 
ent board is appointed shares may 
be sold in amounts of $25 or $50, 
With no one shareholder to hold 
more than 5# of the total capital 
shares. Each shareholder is entitled 
to one vote only, regardless of the 
number of shares he holds. 

An average size plant costs 
$45,000 to build and (his is financed 
from three sources. The initial 
$15,000 is raised hy selling of 
shares. An equal amount up to 
$15,000 can be secured as a grant 
from the county or municipality 
and this county grant is matched 
by an equal grant from the pro¬ 
vincial government. 

Mr. Healy of the Co-operative 
activities branch spoke on the for¬ 
mation of co-operatives and the 
regulations governing their opera¬ 
tion nnd both speakers were called 
on to answer many questions.

Frequent Hail 
Storms Causing 
Crop Damage 

The most recent'in a series of 
hailstorms tnat have struck at 
various parts of the county in the 
pust month caused considerable 
crop damage both east and west of 
Vulcan Saturday afternoon, with 
several farmers reporting that- 
their crops were completely wiped 
out. 

The hnil was accompanied by a 
heavy rain. <Vhich lasted the better 
part of an hour. 

This past taionih has been the 
worst June in years for hail, with 
small storms hitting some farms 
north of Vulcan as often as five 
times alreudy. Normally, July and 
August are the "hail months.” 

Scattered showers have also been 
frequent throughout the district 
and although there has not been a 
general rain during the past month 
very few crops are suffering from 
lack of moisture.
